years for the vanquished. 
N o 
animal on earth other than man 
possesses the devilish genius of 
making himself so miserable. 
Social ideas perm eate the student 
body. T his is as it should be, for in 
a university attention to social prob­ 
lems is as im portant as th at of sci­ 
entific research. 
Possibly more so 
for it is entirely possible th at our 
civilization will disrupt if control is 
not brought into effect. 
W h at that 
control should be is a grave m atter. 
In thinking of these ideas I try to 
ta k e a broad view, even unto recall­ 
ing that G eorgtP'W ashingtófi' 
was

the staunch supporters of the King. 
It was from his and his associates 
social ideas th at o u r great republic

undeveloped country needing the im­ 
petus of personal initiative.

pioneer situation has passed and we 
are confronted w ith a different sit­ 
uation th at may call for a more effi­ 
cient m ethod of handling.

Mr. C rocker s ta t e d th a t he isn’t 
s u g g estin g an y th in g new, because 
it w as considered y ea rs ago by 
R ay m o nd Cree, t h e S o u th ern P a­ 
cific Railway, and oth e rs, although 
th e plan at th a t tim e w as to run 
th e cable line up th e precipitous 
n o rth slope of th e m ountain. 


Mr. C rocker n o w su g g ests 
a 
f u n ic u la r railway 
up th e steep 
ridge on th e south side of Chino 
C anyon, startin g fro m an eleva­ 
tio n of ab o u t 3500 feet to Round 
Valley, w hich h as a n elevation of 
8500 feet. 
The low er end of the 
cab le c a r line would be reached 
by a highw ay.

The grand jury recommendations 
follow: 
“Upon investigation by the grand 
jury auditor, Stanley Richardson, It 
has been found that certain specific 
funds in the county welfare and relief 
departm ent are being handled and dis­ 
tributed irregularly, and we recom­ 
mend that this condition be corrected 
and this fund handled according to 
law. in the same m anner as other 
funds are now being handled in that 
departm ent. 
The grand jury further recommend 
ed that the separate fund in the coun­ 
ty welfare and relief office be made a 
part of the regular trust funds and 
handled through the county auditor 
and county treasurer. This fund should 
be audited to clear the records and 
m ake this transfer acceptable to the 
county auditor. 
“It has been called to the attention 
of the grand jury that none of the 
employes of the county auditor's of 
flee, except the auditor himself, are 
covered by fidelity bonds. In our opin­ 
ion this is not a satisfactory condition. 
We do. therefore, recommend that 
fidelity bonds in suitable amount be 
secured covering all employes of the 
office.—W. R. Graham, foreman.” 
Mrs. Dodge stated that change had 
been worked out in conference with 
her and that she thoroughly approved 
it. “I am in accord with the fact that 
this responsibility will be taken from 
my department and placed with the 
county auditor by mutual consent,", 
she declared. 
“Owing to the heavy load of state 
aid and the m any changesunder the j 
federal government which have caus­ 
ed the state to recomm end changes in 
all counties to which aid is given, we 
realize that form er m ethods of close j 
supervision over individual cases can , 
no longer be carried out,” Mrs. Dodge 
continued. 
"The new plan already has been put 
into effect and the bank fund for in­ 
dividual cases are being closed and 
transferred to the auditor. 
“There has been no irregularity in 
the handling of funds,” Mrs. Dodge as­ 
serted, "any m ore than any bank ac­ 
count is irregular.” 
The account was set up some time 
ago when it became apparent that 
some guardians or parents of children 
eligible for county aid could not hand­ 
le the money m ade available for them 
wisely. The welfare departm ent pur­ 
chased food and clothes a? needed by 
them within the limits of their respec­ 
tive allowances. 
Mrs. Dodge declared that following 
the grand jury’s report of 1934 she 
appeared before the board of super­ 
visors to ask that changes should he 
made. “The board told me to continue 
as previously,” she said. 
Under new state rulings this m eth­ 
od of handling relief funds can no 
longer be employed except where 
there is no parent or legal guardian 
or in special cases. Provisions have 
been made for a trust fund in the au­ 
ditor's departm ent to take care of this 
problem from now on. 
The county welfare workers will 
still continue to advise the recipients 
of these checks as to their wise 
spending. Mrs. Dodge indicated. “It 
has been reported to me that no part 
of these former band funds have been 
found 
unaccounted 
for, 
cancelled 
checks covering every expenditure,” 
she emphasized. “We have been anx­ 
ious to make county welfare funds 
reach as far as possible,” Mrs. Dodge

younger man cannot loaf grace­ 
fully nor does he seem to enjoy 
it particularly. If you do not be­
